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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The oversea imports during December were valued at £2,304,315, 


which shows an increase of £303,174, or over 15 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for the year 
1911 was £27,330,340, an increase of £4,172,921, or 18 per cent. 
over the corresponding figures for 1910. There were increases in most 
of the principal articles—apparel and soft goods, cordage and twines, 
iron and steel, metal manufactures, machines and machinery, and timber. 


The oversea exports for December amounted to £4,824,208, being an 
increase of £942,738, or over 24 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the year 1911 there was an 
increase in the oversea exports of £106,654, or } per cent. over the 
figures for the previous year.

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Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for December show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,279,595, or £596,753 less than in 
December of last year, due principally to the large decrease in the 
amount returned from the Commonwealth. During the six months 
ended 31st December, the revenue was £7,267,173, being £390,736 less 
than the corresponding period of the last financial year.

£211,174 as compared with December of last year. During the six 
months the expenditure was £7,399,685, being £473,626, or nearly 
7 per cent., more than in 1910-11.

On the 31st December, 1911, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in credit to the amount of £301,705. 


Shipping.—During 1911, 230 more vessels entered the ports of the State, and 
135 more cleared therefrom, than in 1910. The total tonnage of vessels 
trading with the State was 13,759,817, namely, 6,905,208 entered, and 
6,854,609 cleared, steam vessels showing the large increase of over a 
million tons compared with 1910, while the tonnage of sailing vessels 
decreased. 


Oats Estimate, 1911-1912.—The probable results of the Oats Crop for the 
present season in the principal divisions of the State may be seen on 
reference to Table No. 57, the particulars being based on information 
supplied by farmers. 


It is estimated that the yield of grain will average 20-5 bushels per 
acre, as compared with 21°8 bushels for the years 1910-11. he 
average production for the past 10 years has been 19-5 bushels per acre. 
The hay crop is expected to vield 180,000 tons from 145,231 acres, or at. 
an average of 1°24 tons per acre. 
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Gold Production.—The gold yield during December was 22,632 oz. crude, 
equal to 18,865 oz. fine, valued at £80,133. The value of gold produced 


during the year 1911 was £769,353, and showed a decrease of £32,858, 
as compared with the year 1910. 


The quantity of gold won up to the end of 1911 amounted to 
13,833,480 oz. fine, valued at £58,760,846. 


Prices.—The index numbers show that during 1911, the price of staple pro- 
ducts were very slightly below those ruling in 1910, the average being 
less than 1 percent. lower. They were, however, over 19 per cent. higher 
than in 1901. The index number for all articles was 1,194, for pastoral 
products, 1,194, and for minerals, 1,189. Frozen beef, lead, and tin 
showed substantial increases in value, but wheat, flour, wool, tallow, and 
sheepskins were cheaper than in 1910. The price of tin fluctuated 
throughout the year, but in December reached the highest figure yet 
recorded during the past eleven years. The pastoral products were 
about 2 per cent. lower and the minerals about 7 per cent. higher in prices 
than those rulingin 1910. The general index number for December was 
1,239, being slightly higher than in November, and above that for the 
corresponding month of last year. 


Land Selections.—During December 39 applications were made for 13,677 
acres under the Crown Lands Act. For the year 1911 the number of 
applications was 1,234, and the area applied for 720,368 acres. The 
criginal area set apart for residential settlement during the year was 
511,602 acres, representing 698 blocks. 


Meteorology.—During the first week of December bounteous rains were 
experienced throughout New South Wales, with the result that the 
totals for the month were above the average. As in November, tracts 
of country in the Northern Tableland and Coast, Hunter and Manning 
district, and the south-east corner, including the South Coast and 
Southern Tableland, were not so favoured ; but the greater portion of the 
area west of the mountains substantially benefited, some stations report- 
ing as high as 3 inches in excess. 


The rainfall during the year 1911 was highly satisfactory, and the 
season may be classed as one of the best experienced during the last ten 
years, as the total falls registered over fully five-sixths of the State were 
above the average, the exceptions being portions of the north-east 
district, western half of the southern tableland, the south-east corner, 
scattered places in Riverina, and the northern border west of the Barwon 
River. The abundant summer rains were responsible for these excess 
totals, the largest of which occurred on the coast and highlands ; the 
records for the winter months, excepting July and during the best part. 
of the Spring, were principally below normal. 


At Sydney the total fall exceeded the average for the first time during 
the past eleven years. 
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Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—December, 1914.—The Births regis- 
tered mumbered 1,398, equal to 26:55.per 1,000 of population; of the 
total, 726 were males and 672 females. The rate is very satisfactory, 
being the highest for the month of Deeember since the year 1902, and 
8 per cent. above the average for the previous five years. 


The total Deaths numbered 649, namely, 362 males and 287 females, 
equal to a rate of 12°32 per 1,000 of population, being 11 per cent. 
above the average for the previous five years. 


The Infantile mortality was 117 per 1,000 births, being above the 
average for the previous five years, and the highest rate for the month of 
December since the year 1907,
